Wahlert is past 50 years old, while Miss 
Babington is not yet 20. He has a wife and 
family, who have given the company no 
information as to his whereabouts. 

“The company tis trying to put one and 
one together and make two,’ said Mrs. 
Wahlert Wednesday. “I have given them 
no authority to do so tn this case, and I 
have no opinion to express about the mat- 
ter.”’ 

“I only know that both the missing per- 
sons disappeared on the same day,’ said 
E. L. Adreon, vice-president and general 


manager of the company, “and that both | 


have apparently left the city. 

“Nothing has been heard from either of 
them since their departure. Wahlert has 
ceased to be in the company’s employ, and 
we have annouficed that fact in published 
notices. 

“Every effort has been made to find him, 
and [ am satisfied that he is not in the 
city. He handled no money for the com- 
pany, and the company has suffered no 
financial loss tn his departure.”’ 

Miss Babington's mother gaaid Wednes- 
Gay that she had absolutely no knowledge 
of the missing girl's whereabouts. 

“I never saw Mr. Wahlert.” said Mrs. 
Babington, ‘and I never heard my daugh- 
ter speak of him, except in a business 
way. 

“I dislike to think that there could be 
any connection bétween the two disap- 
pearances, but I don't know what 
to think. It is a very deep mystery, and

Searchers Among Ruins of St. Pierre Find 
That Death Came to Nearly All Inhabi- 


tants With 


Pelee’s. First 


Withering Blast. 


A military member of the official party which went to St. Pierre on the 


Solent has returned to Fort de France.* 


He vividly describes the scenes inside-the destroyed town by cable for 
the New York World and St. Louis Post-Dispatch. 

The members of the Solent’s party were two military officers, the colonial 
secretary, two physicians. Dr. W. E. Aughinbaugh of Washington, several 


orderlies and a hospital outfit. 


The description of the present condition of St. Pierre, given by the mil- 


itary member, is as follows: 


TORNADO OF FIRE 
DESCENDED UPON 
THE STRICKEN CITY.

FORT DE FRANCE, May 14.—Partial 
darkness overhung the town asthe Solent 
entered the roadstead, owing to the. pall 
of volcanic smoke which rested low above 
the mountains. 

The coast was alive with small boats 

The water was filled with swollen bodies 
and masses of debris from the wrecked 
vessels and from the town. 

Flocks of scavenger birds swarmed over 
the water. The harbor was infested with 
sharks, attracted by the dead bodies. 

The Solent’s party larded immediately. 
It entered the town from what had been 
the scene of the main shipping. It went 
over what had been the principal section 
of St. Pierre. 

Over 2000 dead bodies had been found in 
the streets of St. Pierre. 

Nearly all were lying with faces to. the 
ground.

The residences on upper Rue Victor Hugo 
were utterly annihilated. ' 

The River Roxilane, dividing thé pl@ and 
the new towns, which in ordinary times is 
little more than a creek, was swollen with 
lava and hot water from the volcano, 


Complete destruction had fallen upon the 
new town, which stood upon a slope above 
the old town. The wreckage had been 
swept down into the level below. 

The uprooting, twisting and breaking of 
the trees was such as might have occurred 
in @ tornado. The trees are all lying bent 
toward the sea. 

What astonished the party most was 
the comparatively smal! number of bodies

VAPOR SUFFOCATING. 

It is believed that a suffocatirg vapor 
which attended the eruption caused the 
deaths of the populace. 

This is indicated by the corpses, many of 
which have their hands lifted to their 
mouths as though to prevent suffocation. 

Parts of the town are covered under many 
feet of lava. The searchers have not yet 
been able to discover what lies beneath. It 
is certain that many cremated bodies He in 
these heaps of gray lava. 

Many strange incidents are recounted of 
St. Pierre. 

The charred remains of a woman with a 
silk handkerchief unburned and in perfect 
condition held to her lips, have been found 
there. 

The burned bodies of two young girls 
haye been found, but the shoes they wore 
were untouched by fire. 

Side by side with bodies burned 
crisp were bodies but slightly burned. 
Some articles of clothing on the dead 
had scarcely been scorched. Purses were 
found almost intact. 

Contents of the houses had not been 
entirely destroyed. Remains of furniture 
were left in some cases, and, in a few 
instances, complete articles of furniture 
were found. Metal bedsteads, silverware 
and.pieces of bric-a-brac, bent and twisted, 
but still bearing some semblance of shape, 
were found in houses or scattered upon 
the street. Watches and articles of jew- 
elry were found. 

ROBBERS BUSY AMONG DEAD. 

The official party report that, even in 
the presence of such a terrible catastro- 
phe, robbers were busy. Soon after the 
first searchers invaded the town, looters 
appeared. 

They went from Fort de France in boats 
a from the inland plantations beyond 
the destroyed area. 

The ruins were under military guard. as- 
sisted by gendarmes from Fort de France 
and villages near St. Pierre, but it was 
impossible to patrol the area of the ruins. 

In spite of the almost complete destruc- 
tion, valuables were everywhere exposed, 
rich temptations for thieving invaders. 

Goods in the storehouses had been burned 
and destroyed, but much that was of value 
remained to be preyed upon by theives. 

A curious fact observed by the Solent's 
party was that in some places the flames 
had spared parts of the ruins. Houses

Scientists Think it Not Im- 
probable Affected Islands 
May Disappear. 


CASTRIES, Island of St. Lucia, Tues- 
day, May 14.—The Soufriere volcano on 
the Island of St. Vincent, is still in de- 
structive eruption. _ 

A. terriffic cannonade can be heard a 
hundred miles away. The reports are fol- 
lowed by columns of smoke, rising miles 


in the air. 

Immense balls of colored fire also issue 
from tie crater. Lightning is pyying 
fiercely in the upper sky and the whole 
northern part of the island is one mass 
of traveling tlame. 

It is impossible to reach the burning 
district by land or sea, and there are no 
means of estimating the destruction 
wrought to life and property. 

Kingstown, the capital of St. Vincent, 
is still safe, though showers of ashes and 
pebbles are continually failing. 

The volcano itself is invisible. 
CASTRIES, Island of St. Lucia, May 14. 
—The St. Lucia signal station here reports 
having seen a conflagration last night in 
the direction of Fort de France, Martin- 
ique. 

It is feared another violent eruption has 
taken place in Mont Pelee. 


WHOLE ISLANDS 
MAY DROP INTO | 
eer OCEAN DEPTHS. 


“WASHINGTON, May 14.—Scientists in 
this city have been particularly interested 
in the story brought to this city from 
Guadeloupe, where a French cable ship that 
has been taking soundings in connection 
with the recent breaking of the cables 
has discovered that the bed of the ocean 
in certain parts has sunk to an enormous 
depth. Where the lead showed formerly a 
depth of 900 feet there is now a depth of 
4000 féet to be fathomed. This was at some 
distance from Point a Pitre, and it is argued 
by those who understand the configuration 
of the earth’s crust and the formation of 
the islands that such.a serious change at 
so great a distance from the scene of the 
two disasters—Martinique and St. Vincent 
—means that the volcanic agencies are like- 
ly to produce still greater changes fn the 
Weat Indies 

The islands from 8t. Vincent in the 
south to St. Thomas and even Jamaica in 
the north, form a continuous chain of” vol- 
canic craters rising from the ocean bed. 
These enormous imneys penetrate 
through the ocean bed to the substratum of 
molten lava and elementary substances that 
ie ever seething and boiling. This liquid 
mass of burning molten substance, set free 
by contraction of the overlying strata and 
generating huge masses of explosive steam

FORT DE FRANCE, Martinique, May 14. 
—St. Pierre was destroyed, not by liava 
streams and not by showers of red-hot 
rocks, but by one all-consuming blast of 
suffocating, poisonous, burning gases. 
Death came to the inhabitants instantly. 
It was not a matter of hours or minutes. 
It was a matter of seconds. They did not 
burn to death. They died by breathing 
flame and their bodies were burned after- 
ward. 

It is not merely true that no person in- 
side the limits of the town escaped, but it 
is probably a literal fact that no person 
lived long enough to take two steps toward 
escape. 

These facts, which will go on record as 
the most. astounding: in the history of hu- 


man catastrophes, have been practically es- 
tions of today and 
reaterday at the site of the city, helped out 
n slight degree by the scanty testimony of 
the few tortured sufferers on boats in. the 
harbor who alone survived. 

The manner of the annihilation of St. 
Pierre is unique in the history of the world, 
Pompei! was not a parallel, for Pompell was 
eaten up by demontac rivers of lava and 
lava*became its tomb. But where St. Pierre 
once stood there is not even a lava bed 
now. The city is gone from the earth. 
The half-dead victims who escaped on the 
Roddam or were brought here by the Suchet 
talked of a “hurricane of flame’ that had 


had been wiped out. From end to end of 
the city only the black, stained, gaunt, fire- 
swept walls remained. 


LAVA HISSED IN SEA.

MORNE ROUGE INACCESSIBLE. 
The party was unable to reach the vil- 
lage of Morne Rouge, which lies high up 
on the mountain side. It escaped ruin, its 
houses still standing practically intact. 

The inhabitants there were terrified dur- 
ing the eruption. They have hurried away. 

Cellars and all the partially wrecked 
houses have been explored carefully in the 
hope of finding some living person. None 
has yet been found. 

The only persons who are believed to 
have passed through the eruption alive are 
those who were in the roadstead on the 
ships 

Hundreds from the neighboring districts, 
whose bodies now strew the waters about 
Martinique, were lost in a maddened flight 
from the island which they attempted in 
small boats. 

From the survivors it was learned that 
in the insane panic that attended the erup- 
tion the inhabitants seized upon even the 
frailest boats to get away. In this way 
many were lost who might otherwise have 
been saved. 


GAS BURST VICTIMS’ BODIES. 

Talk with surviors of the disaster con- 
firms previous statements as to the awft 
suddenness of the catastrophe. It is thougnt 
that an enormous quantity of gas was lib- 
erated, producing great atmospheric pres- 
Sure, which overwhelmed everything be- 
fore it.

DEATH AMONG REFUGEES. 


Many deaths have occurred among the 
refugees since their flight. The physicians 
who have arrived on the island find abun- 
dant work to do. Medicines as well as food 
are needed. A scene of more complete des- 
olation than that presented by St. Pierre 
and the cvountry around it could not be 
imagined. Not a vestige of the prodigal 
tropical verdue remains. The entire city 
and its environs are covered with slate- 
colored discharge from the volcano, and 
the grim, burned remains of the town shew 
skeleton-like through this unnatural coat- 
ing. 

Uneven wails of wrecked buildings were 
all that remained of the main part of the 
town. 

What has been described by those who 
witnessed the destruction of St. Pierre as 
“a tornado of fire’’ was exactly that. 

In the Mouillege section, particularly, Is 
this noticeable. There is no sign of fire 
there, but the destruction of property Is 
as great as in the fire-swept portions. The 
buildings have been razed to the ground 
as though by a mighty wind and earth- 
quake combfned. Iron bedsteads are twisted 
as though made of lead, and every vestige 
of the bed clothing which was on them 
has disappeared.

NEW YORK, May 14.—A dispatch from 
its correspondent on the island of St. Vin- 
cent, B. W. I., to the Herald says:

While coming t6 Fort de France the Po- 
tomuc picked up a boat containing five 
negroes and one white man whose pockets 
were filled with coin and jewelry, the latter 
evidently stripped from the fingers of the 
dead. 

B. B. McCormick, commander of 
the Potomac, arrested these men and 
turned them over to the commander of the 
French cruiser Suchet for punishment. 

The Potomac brought a ton of supplies 
to Martinique, consisting in part of cod- 
fish and four. A famine here is imminent. 
The northern section of the island is de- 
populated. Provisions are needed for 100,000 
persons immediately.

This ascended for three hours, when other 
material was ejected. 

At noon the three craters appeared to 
open and began to vomit lava. 

Six streams at once ran down the sides 
of the mountains, making an awful scene, 

The mountain labored heavily for half an 
hour after the appearance of the lava. Fire 
flashed around the edges of the craters, and 
there were tremendous detonations in suc- 
cession, a rapid merging into a continuous

heard throughout the Caribbean Sea. 
The eruption began Wednesday.

There are 16; cases in the hospital at 
Georgtown under treatment. 

The deaths have been caused chiefly by 
suffo¢ation by the sulphurous gases, leh te 
ning and burning lava masses. 

Few of the cases in the hospital are 
likely to recover. 

The crew of H. M. 8S. Indefatigable buried 
30 peasants found dead on the Owla estate, 
north .of Soufriere. 

Another crater is reported formed on the 
Richmond estate, near the seashore. The 
country districts on the windward coasts 
are littered with dead bodies. 

Kingstown, the capital, and the whole 
population are safe. There have been no 
accidents or deaths. Clouds of dust are 
blowing over the city, however. 

The Royal mall steamer Wear is trans- 
porting food and water to the leeward 
coasts. Sailing vessels proceed to the. wind- 
ward coast on the same ocean. Doctors and 
nurses have gone to the scene of distress. 

The majority of the corpses being found 
are covered with ashes, decomposed and 
hardly approachable. The dead are being 
buried in trenches, 30 in each.

WAS NO DANGER. 

NEW YORK, May 14.—The Transatlantic 
steamer Canada has arrived here with 138 
refugees, 20 hours from Fort de France, 
Martinique, says a Port of Spain, Trinidad, 
dispatch to the Herald. She brings this ac- 
count of an event which ts alleged to have 
yrreceded the disaster at St. Pierre, told, it 
s said, by a person who was aboard the 
schooner Gabrielle: 

A scientific commission, presided over by 
the governor, M. Mouttet, assembled in St. 
Pierre on May 7, the day before the calami- 
ty, for the purpose of studying the phe- 
nomena of the volcanic disturbances of 
Mont Pelee. 

It was agreed by the members of this 
commission that the relative position of 
the craters and the valleys debouching on 
the sea were such that the scientisis could 
affirm that the security of St. Pierre was 
complete, and this announcement was made 
to allay the fears of the frightened citizens.

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WASHINGTON, May 14.—‘It is almost 
certain that for many weeks to come wé 
shall hear reports from vessels far removed 
from the scene of the Martinique disaster 
being covered with the floating dust emitted 
by the voleano that buried St. Pierre,”’ said 
Prof. Moore of the weather bureau. 

‘The tremendous force which caused the 
explosion of the supposedly extinct volcano 
sent a vast amount of this dust into the 
upper air currents, whence they will be 
shitted, possibly, half way around the 
globe. From time to time, owing to atmos- 
yheric disturbances, this dust will be drawn 
into the lower strata of air and showered 
on land and sea. This has been the history 
of past eruptions, and vessels thousands of 
miles away from Martinique will periodi- 
cally receive these showers. 

‘Phe weather bureau is receiving no re- 
ports by cable from the West Indies now, 
so that we are without official information 
concerning the disaster. We have observers 
at St. Kitts, Dominica, Barbadoes, Trinidad, 
Curacao and Porto Rico, who report by 
mall weekly. Our cable reports do not be- 
gin until July 1, when the hurricane season 
opens. The mail reports of these observers 
however, will be interesting. for they will 
watch the air currents and the prospective 
fall of dust with much fnterest. 

‘We endeavored to establish a station on 
the island of Martinique and secured the 
permission of the French government; but 
there was always some regulation or other 
on the part of the local authorities that pre- 
vented us from proceeding with the work. 
At the outbreak of the war with Spain the 
plan was abandoned and permission was se- 
eured from the British government for a 
station at San Dominica, a smal! island im- 
mediately below Martinique. It is from 
the observer there, nearest the scene, that 
we expect the first reports. These reports 
will doubtiss come to Washington by the 
first mail steamer that passes after a sur- 
vey of the island can be made by the ob- 
server.”

Such a one was Sornena, which after be- 
ing dormant almost beyond time imme- 


morial, became active in the first century of 
the Christian era and ultimately produced 
Vesuvius. 

The acter in 79 A. D. vomited forth lava 
and deadiy gases in such gigantic volume 
and so rapidly that the inhabitants of the 
city of Pompeli and several gther adjacent 
towns were destroyed, as were the people 
of St. Pierre. 

But Pelee. the volcano which so quickly 

' ended St. Pierre and its people, was another 
one which was always considered extinct. 

Mount Epomo, on the island of Ischla, 
furnishes another illustration of the uncer- 
tainties of these dread creatures of the 
earth's hidden mysteries. It remained 
dormant for about 17 centuries and then 
burst forth with the utmost violence. 

In operation a volcano emits gases, vap- 
ors. ashes, boulders and lava. 

Sometimes the acids are as destructive 
to life as is the lava and ashes. The 
erater of Tagen, the volcano tn Java, turned 
loose a huge lake of water which rushed 
down the rmountain side and the poisonous 

roperties of the liquid caused widespread 
Rastruction among human beings, cattle 
and birds 

The ashos sent forth by a volcano are 
generally so fine that they will penetrate 
a house through the smallest cracks and 
crevices. They are generally so hot that 
contact with a smal! amount will cause 
death. Ashes have been known to fall 
ever a country covering a radius within 
160 miles of the volcano from which they 
were discharged. That occurred when 
Veruvius erupted in 1822. 


Ashes Ten Feet Deep 
Covered the Ground. 


On another occasion, when the Cosequina 
voleano in Nicaragua became eruptive in 
1835, utter darkness prevailed within a 
circle of 35 miles and eight miles away 
ashes covered the ground to a depth of ten 
feet. Four days later some of the ashes 
which had been caught in an sgl ed 
current fell at Kingston, Jamaica, 700 miles 
away. 

Huge stones have also been sent hurtling 
tnrough space for great distances by vol- 
canoes in violent § activity. Many were 
fourd in the ashes which buried Pompell. 

A volcano at Artuco, Chill, is said to have 
gent stones 36 miles, and Cotopax! is said 
to have hurled a 200-ton boulder nine 
miles.

Lava Variable 
in Its Moods. 


lava is as variable tn its moods after 
settling down on top of the earth as it Is 
in getting there.

As a rule, volcanoes are located on moun- 
tain ranges in the neighborhood of the sea. 
Most of the oceanic islands are volcanic. 
Very seldom is a volcano found far inland, 
and when it is so situated it is generally in 
the vicinity of a lake or where a body of 
water has at some time existed. The larg- 
est ones are on the Hawalian Islands. In 
ages past their terrible upheavals must 
have convuleed the world. Beside them 
Vesuvius. which has a base circumference 
of 3) miles, is a pigmy. 

The largest volcano in America is Popo- 
eatapetl, in Mexico. It rises to a height 
of 19.448 Spanish feet above the sea level 
and the circumference of the crater is 14,- 
000 feet. 

For many years it was dormant, but In 
18M it spit a little fire and created a great 
deal of fear. Since that time it has been 


quiet. 

In the United States the most immense 
volcano is Mount Rainier. near Tacoma, 
Wash. It is more than 15,000 feet high and 
is supposed to be extinct.

FUNSTON’S MASCOT 1S A HERO 


George Houe Writes of Some of His 
Thrilling Experiences in Phil- 
ippines and China.

BALTIMORB, Md., May 14.—George lL. 
Houe, a native of the Orange Free State, 
South Africa, and a mascot for Funston's 
regiment in the Philippines, is in the city 
working his way home. He came to this 
country 10 years ago and settled with his 
people in California.

SUPERINTENDENT INJURED 


Property, Which Was Almost Totally 
Wrecked, Was Only Partly

The Gilsona Asphaltum Company's plant, 
in Madison, Ill, was totally destroyed by 
fire about 6 o’clock Wednesday morning. 
Three vats containing residium became 
overheated and boiled over onto the floor. 
The combustible fluid ignited the floor in 
an instant and the furnace room was @4 
mass of flames before Nightwatchman 
Elmer Profit could soune the whistle in 
the engineroom for assistance. 

A bor storeroom is all that remains of 
the entire plant. 

Superintendent T.

said: 

“When I heard the sounding of the whistle 
at the plart this morning | hurried over 
from my home, a short distance from the 
plant, and found the vats in flames. .Iin 
attempting to extinguish the fire my arm 
and hand was badly burned. When the 
fire companies of Venice, North Venice and 
Madison arrived the conflagration was be- 
yond control, as the oil feed the flames and 
the plant burned like tinder. The loss will 
exceed $100,000, with a light insurance. The 
warehouse was filled with stock, which is 
a loss by itself of $15,000. I placed a great 
deal of goods in the warerooms last night 
which I should have left in the yards. The 
company has been doing a large business 
and will no doubt commence rebuilding the 
plant within 80 days. 

The old plant was destroyed in October, 
19, and the one just burned was recon- 
structed a year later. | 

“Last September the warehouse was de- 
stroyed and the present building, which 
wae reconstructed, is the only building 
saved from this morning's fire. I can’t say 
what amount of insurance the company 
had on the plant.’’

HOUSE UNDER QUARANTINE 


Dr. Starkloff Says Sick Child of Ed- 
ward Butler, Jr., May Re- 
main at Home. 


The residence of Edward Butler, Jr., at 
3522 Pine street, was placed under strict 
quarantine Tuesday by Health Commission- 


er Starkloff, owing to the presence of small- 


pox in the house. 

For some time rumors that the Butler 
children were suffering from smallpox have 
been prevalent on the block and the neigh- 
bors have been more or less alarmed. 

The officials were notiefid Monday and an 
investigation followed. 

Agnes Butler, 13 years old. is said to be 
the only smalipox patient now in the house. 
Mrs. Butler says that Keating, a 7-year-old 
son, has just recovered from the disease. 
She declares that the family did not know 
that he had had smallpox until the physl- 
clans said that Agnes was suffering from 
that disease. 

“The boy was sick but a few days,’ she 
said, “and we Supposed it was only a 
simple rash and were not alarmed. He 
has recovered and is not marked in the 
least. Agnes is getting along well and is 
isolated on the third floor. where I am 
nursing her. The other children have been 
vaccinated and immunized, and they do not 
come in contact with Agnes.”’ 

The quarantine forbids Mr. Butler from 
entering the house. He is at his father’s 
residence. The servants are not permitted 
to leave the premises. 

Dr. Starkloff says that there is no danger 
of contagion, as the house jis thoroughly 
quarantined. Only physicians are permitted 
to go In and out. The health commissioner 
says that officers will be stationed around 
the house during the child’s illness to see 
that the quarantine is rigidly observed. 

Dr. Starkloff says that when smallpox ap- 
pears in private residences he has the o 
tion of sending the patients to the pest- 
pease or permitting them to remain at

CAUSES DISEASE 


Dr. Heitzman Pleads for 
Proper Food Inspection. 


INSPECTORS 


SAYS BOVINE TUBERCULOSIS IS 
TRANSMITTED TO THE HUMAN. 


SUGGESTS 25

Former New Orleans Chief of Meat In- 
spection Tells of the Methods 
Employed in That City. 


“It is just as essential to have pure milk 
and good food as to disinfect our houses 
for diphtheria or. to vaccinate for small- 
pox,” said Dr. Charles W. Heitzman of 
4120 McPherson avenue, formerly chief of 
the department of food inspection for the 
city of New Orleans and later professor 
of hygiene in a Denver medical college. 

Dr. Heitzman has devoted many years to 
a study of the food question, -with several 
years’ practical experience in New Orleans 
at the head of the department which he 
practically created. He talked to the Post- 
Dispatch regarding the movement for pure 
food: 

‘There is no use in trying to inspect 
meats and other foods for a large city Nke 
St. Louis with only four or five inspectors. 
About 25 men, tn my opinion, would be re- 
quired to do the work properly. In New 
Orleans we had 12 inspectors. That city is 
about halt the size of St. Louis. Our in- 


spectors there were kept busy enough to 


earn their salaries. 


Inspectors should Have 
Scientific Knowledge. 


‘‘You cannot. have proper food Inspection 
unless you employ inspectors who are intel- 
ligent men. They should possess some sc!i- 
entific knowledge. These should be men 
wifo can learn—not {gnorant persons select- 
ed because of a political pull. Politics and 
the pure food movement must be divorced 
at the outset, if proper results are to fol- 
low. Inspectors must be selected because 
of their fitness. They must be able to rec- 
ognize diseased or decomposed meat when 
they see it.’’ 

Dr. Heitzman told how the New Orleans 
board, beginning at the slaughter houses, 
carefully inspected each carcass, and then 
inspected the meat at the 2% public and 189 
private markets. 

Dressed or refrigerated meats imported 
from the North and West were inspected 
as rigidly as the meats slaughtered at 
home, and, though such meats had under- 
gone government inspection before ship- 
ping, many pleces were thrown out by the 
New Orleans officials because of disease. 

“Inspection of beef is particularly desir- 
able because of the wide prevalence of tu- 
berculosis in cattle,"’ said Dr. Heitzman. 
“It is announced by Prof. Behrings, the em- 
inent Germagf scientist, that human and bo- 
vine tuberculosis are the same and are pro- 
duced by the same specific causes. 

“No climate and no animal, high or low, 
is immune to this disease, which is of such 
stupendous fertility that it propagates itself 
not only within the animal economy, but 
lives as well without the body. 

“The prevention and final extirpation of 
tuberculosis is the great problem confront- 
ing modern sanitation: 

“Tuberculosis is not hereditary. I have 
made more than 100,000 post-mortem ex- 
aminations of calves up to their year-old 
form and have not seen one case of the 
disease among this number. Tuberculosis 


must be acquired from without. 


Cows Transmit Disease 


to Children. 

“The cow has been rightly named ‘the 
wet nurse of consumption.’ The milk from 
tuberculous cows, as shown by numerous 
cases on record, transmit the disease to the 
children of perfectly healthy parents. A 
tuberculous milk supply accounts for the 
great mortality among children, from in- 
testinal disorders, in our large cities. 

“The bilocd, as well as the milk, is in- 
fectious, therefore the flesh of tuberculous 
animals should be rejected, for in the or- 
dinary process of cooking we are not sure 
that the bacillus has been destroyed. 

“Tl am amazed to learn from the newspa- 
pers that diseased meats are sold in St. 
Louis without inspection. The urgeygt im- 
portance of inspection should be evident to 
all and certainly the funds necessary to 
support an adequate bureau could be se- 
cured."’ 

Dr. Heltzman gave the following figures 
showing what the 12 inspectors in New Or- 
leans accomplished during the year ending 
Aug. 31, 1899: 

Beeves and cows inspected, 40,350: calves 
and yearlings, €9,981; sheep and lambs, 11,- 
819; goats, 90; hogs, 18,655; market inspec- 
tions, 26,040. 

Condemnations: Trimmed meats, 1280 
pleces on account of brufses; entire ani- 
93; livers, 23,457; 
hogs with cholera, 207; cattle with tubercu- 
losis, 82; with actinomycosis (lumpy jaw), 
1; with fever, 13; with euremia, 7; with py- 
emia, 4; with jaundice, 5; with pleurisy, 2; 
with peritonitis, 2; with anthrax, 2. 

In outside meats, the refrigerated prod- 
ucts shipped in by the packers, the inspec- 
tors condemned 2541 livers, 4 hogs with 
cholera, and 10,860 pounds of decomposed 
meat. 

“These figures,"’ said Dr. Heiltzman, “may 
serve to give some idea of the diseafed 
meats eaten in St. Louls in the absence of 
proper inspection. 


New Orlans Meat 
Stamped by Inspectors. 


“In New Orleans no meat can be sold by 
the slaughterers until it is stamped by the 
city inspectors. Condemned meat, when it 
is considerd advisable to do so, is treated 
by the inspectors to a bath of carbolic acid 
and coal oll, so that if an attempt to sel! 
it is made the prosepective purchaser will 
object to its scent. Otherwise some dealers 
might treat the meat with salacilic acid and 
sell it, or grind it up into sausage and ds- 
guse the bad meat with condiments.
